The offer to return the body 
of Capt. Willard G. Palm, 39, Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., was made in a note 
handed to U.S. Charge d’ Affaires 
E. L. Freers. The Soviet note 
“categorically rejects” a U.S. note 
protesting the downing of the 
plane, the Soviet Tass news agen- 
cy said. 


The note, which termed Ameri- 
ca’s protest “‘groundless,”’ reiter- 
ated that the two survivors of the 
RB-47 crash would be tried ‘“‘with 
the full severity of Soviet law.” 
The two were identified as Ist

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Jenkins Tightens Rules 
On Police Use of Pistols 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 


Police Chief Herbert Jenkins outlined a new policy 
tightening down Friday on the use of firearms by 


policemen. 


Any on-duty officer who fires | 
his gun must make a detailed re- 
port stating when, where and un- 
der what conditions the shot was 
fired, Jenkins said. 


He said published rules of the 
department require the watch 
commander to see that these in- 
structions are carried out. 


Although he referred to no spe- 
cific incident, Jenkins said sev- 
eral recent reports disturbed him. 
He pointed out several officers 
wrote in reports they had fired 
“‘warning shots’ or had stumbled 
and fallen with drawn guns while 
chasing persons, causing the guns 
to discharge, resulting in wounds. 


WARNING SHOTS OUT 


“I know of no law or rule of 
the department which gives an of- 
ficer the right to fire a warning 
shot,” he said. “An officer is 
taught in our recruit school never 
to draw his gun unless he is 
ready and willing to kill and able 
to justify his act.” . 

The chief said a policeman was 
not authorized to use his service 
revolver to frighten a person. 


Some officers are too quick to 
draw guns, Jenkins said, while 
others were too slow. He referred 
specifically to news accounts of a 
Buford policemah slain when ac- 
custing two holdup men and two 
officers in New Jersey who were 
killed in line of duty. 


The chief pointed out advanced 
courses in the use of firearms 
are being taught for all officers. 
He stressed that he did not want 
to place a policeman in a position

Kennedy Challenge 
Is No Tranquilizer! 


Sen. Kennedy's acceptance speech of 
the Democratic presidential nomination 
last night did not in the least minimize 
the challenges facing the United States. 
And if the people expected tranquilizers, 
he lived up to his promise not to give 
thern. 


The senator instead gave them a 
Churchillian challenge to “blood, sweat 
and tears.” He was brutally honest, in 
calling for sacrifices in the public inter- 
est at the expense of private comfort. The 
alternatives, he declared, are national 
greatness or national decline. 


Customary political promises of cut- 
ting taxes while subsidizing more and 
more areas of public life were missing 
from this speech. In America’s future he 
foresaw more sacrifices instead of more 
security. “We must prove all over again,” 
he declared, “whether this nation can en- 
dure.” 


Sen. Kennedy did show an awareness 
of the great national problems facing us. 
He did not back away from the party’s 
platform but pledged all efforts to carry 
it out. But in his blunt acceptance of the 
Communist challenge, he gave the nation 
the shock it needs. | 


The election in November, in fact, 
very well may be determined by what 
happens between now and then on the 
international scene. Khrushchev has 
promised a crisis in Berlin and East Ger- 
many by September. Red China brews 
trouble in the Far East. Communism in- 
deed is extending its frontiers to within 
a few miles of American shores. 


“Can a nation organized and governed 
such as ours endure?” he asks. “Have we 
the nerve and the will?” 

That is the question the whole world 
has been asking lately—asking and won- 
dering. They have been questioning 
whether we have lost the will and deter- 
mination to lead. They look to the Ameri- 
can election for an answer. 

As we move into the campaign period, 
both parties must deal in realities. Last 
night Sen. Kennedy set the stage.

Withholding of Electors 
Is Not the Proper Way 


With rumblings still going on about 
the possibility of Georgia and other states 
in the South withholding their votes in 
the electoral college under controversial 
presidential electors laws, it’s time to put 
out a caution sign. 


In the first place it is rather incon- 
ceivable that an occasion will arise when 
the laws could be used to any political 
advantage. Only once in history has the 
election of a president been decided by 
the House of Representatives. And in all 
these recent years when the South has 
been stirred by the civil rights contro- 
versy, its vote has not been decisive. 


There is something essentially dis- 
honest about such laws, Certainly they 
are not democratic. If Georgians, for in- 
stance, vote honestly their choice for the 
presidency, is it right for a handful of 
politicians to deny expression of their 
will? It would amount to disfranchise- 
ment of the state’s voters.

“These outside considerations 
have been important te him and 
he would be the first to admit it. 
Without them, he would probably 
not be his party’s presidential 
nominee. He has benefited great- 
ly by his family, his money, his 
church and his wife, but he 
reached a point about halfway 
through this campaign where 
these assets overwhelmed every- 
thing else and turned the indi- 
vidual candidate into a tribe and 
even, according to his political 
opponents, into a kind of con- 
spiracy. 

This was and still is a major 
problem for Kennedy. He has 
reached a pinnacle of success un- 
known to any man of his age in 
this country but he is also the vic- 
tim of the political and public re- 
lations attributes that have helped 
him succeed. For the popular as- 
sets that helped him get where 
he is tonight fit so neatly into 
the shorthand of modern journal- 
ism and television that they have 
obscured his own personal quali- 
fications for the high office he 
seeks. 

It is early yet to pass judgment 
on these deeper qualities of char- 


acter and ability — the campaign 
will soon provide an adequate test 
— but the primaries and the con- 
vention have already indicated 
what these qualities are. 

It is obvious that aside from all 
the help he has had, he is a re 
markably ‘gifted young: man: .ex 
perienced well beyond the normal 
expectation of his years, at home 
in both the intellectual and polit- 
ical institutions of the nation, ar- 
ticulate particularly in the give 
and take of modern television dis- 
cussion and debate, industrious, 
energetic, and above all courage- 
ous. 

Four times’ in the last few 
months he has been . confronted 
suddenly by challenges from his 
opponent and every time he has 
come through under circum- 
stances where he was on his own.

Demand of Times 


But I tell you the new frontier 
is here, whether we seek it or 
not. Beyond that frontier are un- 
charted areas of science and 
space, unsolved problems of peace 
and war, unconquered pockets of 
ignorance and prejudice, unan- 
swered questions of poverty and 
surplus. It would be easier to 
shrink back from that frontier, to 
look to the safe mediocrity of 
the past, to be lulled by good 
intentions and high rhetoric—and 
those who prefer that course 
should not cast their votes for 
me, regardless of party. 


But I believe the times demand 
imagmation, courage and pers- 
everance. I am asking each of 
you to be new pioneers on that 
new frontier. My call is to the 
young in heart, regardless of age 
—to the stout in spirit, regardless 
of party—to all who respond to 
the Scriptural call: “Be strong 
and of a good courage; be not 
afraid, neither be thou dismayed.” 


For courage—not complacency— 
is our need today—leadership— 
not salesmanship. And the only 
valid test of leadership is the 
ability to lead, and lead vigorous- 
ly. A tired nation, said David 
Lloyd George, is a Tory nation 
—and the United States today can- 
not afford to be either tired or 
Tory. 


There may be those who wish 
to hear more—more promises to 
this group or that—more harsh 
rhetoric about the men in the 
Kremlin—more assurances of a 
golden future, where taxes are 
always low and subsidies very 
high. But my promises are in 
the platform you have adopted— 
our ends will not be won by rhe- 
toric and we can have faith in 
the future only if we have faith 
in ourselves.
